This will be the first 
time that the national guards of Ok­ 
lahoma have held their encampment 
upon their own grounds. Three q uar­ 
ter sections of school land adjoining 
Chandler has been leased for a per­ 
iod of fifty years under authority of 
the last legislature and becomes the 
home of the national guards of the 
state. 
Near these grounds is the na­

rifle range

•by the federal government for rifle 
practice.

one mile. The targets will be placed 
against a high hill so as to reduce 
the danger of accident to a minimum.

opinion of Attorney General C. J 
West rendered today to Governor C. 
N. Has<ke!l as chairman of that hoard. 
The iboard may, however, make cer- 
tain individual changes of the 
ai>- 


praiseroent under subsequent acts of 
the legislature upon individual com- 
plaints or appeals taken up in the 
proper manner. 


The opinion states that the school 


land commissioners were 3i\en au- 
thority to 
have the appraisement 


made l>ut not to (make it tbemsehe 
and that this appraisement was to l>e 
reported to the second legislature, 
ft 


was clearly not the intention of ^the 
legislature 
according to 
Attorney 


General West to make this appraise- 
ment the iba&is for either the sule or 
leasing of the lands. 


The opinion in defining the p 


eri of the school land commissioners 
holds in substance that the com- 
missioners on their own motion or 
under rules and regulations they may 
prescribe, may modify the appraise- 
ment on section 33 and lands con- 
veyedi under section 12 of the enabl- 
ing act or on the new college lands 
and they may also cause a new ap- 
praisement of these lands to be made 
for purpose of sale. 
In case of sale 


the commissioners may modify the 
appraisement under objections and 
exceptions taken under the provis- 
ions of section 4 or the act ot March 
22, 1909, and in case of appeals tak- 
en as, provided by law the commis- 
sion may change individual appraise- 
ments as a 'basis for leasing. 


The opinion, 
however, 
in 
effect 


holds that the commissioner of the 
land orifice cannot pass upon the ap- 
praisement of WS as a whole and 
make general reduction or increases 
in the appraised; valuations return- 
ed. It also leaves the way open for 
the commissioner if they see fit to 
order an entire new appraisement of 
all the school lands for the pnrpose 
of sale.

The new senate building being be- 
tween the capitol and the new Union 
•tatlon is almost the first object seen 
by the visitor to Washington emerg- 
ing from tbe new (20,000,000 railroad 
terminal. 
1 Not only In general design but in 
architectural detail and in the struc- 
tural mediums employed, the new sen- 
•ate office building is identical with 
,the working: quarters provided for the 
representatives. A person looking at 
the two wide-spreading marble build- 
togs 
from 
the steps of the capitol 


•would 
pronounce them twin struc- 


tures in every respect. As a matter 
of fact, however, the house building 
IB fully one-fourth larger, being built 
around four side« of a square, whereas 
'the senate building Is built on three 
Bides ot a square, the fourth side be- 
ing open. 
' 


' Obviously more space is required 
to provide pri\ate offices for the rep- 
resentatives, upward of 400 in nximber, 
than for the senators, who 
muster 


less than 100 all told. However, the 
difference in 
aggregate area is not 


yearly so great as it would be did the 
two classes of lawmakers fare alike 
in the matter of accommodations. 
ISach representative has assigned for 
bis individual use a single spacious 
room, with desks for himself and his 
Secretary or clerk. Each senator, on 
the other hand, has a suite of two 
rooms and lavatory. There is a large 
Office for each senator, whereas the 
second room in each suite, designed 
for the use of the senator's secretary, 
is slightly smaller, and located be- 
tween these connecting rooms are 
coat rooms and lavatory. 


The appointments of the new sen- 


ate 
office 
building 
represent 
the 


highest reflnuients of luxurious sim- 
plicity. All the rooms are finished in 
mahogany, toned with acids to gi\e 
the richer effects which 
otherwise 


Could he gained only by the mellowing 
influence of time. 
The 
doors and 


woodwork in general are of Honduras 
mahogany, 
stained to a rich red- 


brown, while the furnittire is of Afri- 
can 
mahogany, 
naturally a darker 


wood, stained to a soft, warm red. 
All of the furniture has been designed 
cpecially, being heavy, simple and dig- 
nified with little carving. In each of 
the senatorial offices there is a marble 
znantel above which is a large mirror 
in a heavy gold frame. On the man- 
tel is a pair of electric candlesticks, 
which, like the central electrolier and 
the six brackets or wall lights are of 
special designs in old silver.
